Present Annual Report

We are 
sensitive to the need to bal- 
ance the citizens right to 
know with the needs of the 
Board members/employees 
that may come under scrutiny. 
As this issue unfolds, we will 
rely on the remarks made at 
the Board meetings and reli- 
able information provided by 
the citizens. Since this issue 
will span over several issues 
of the Weekly, we ask the 
readers not to rush to judg- 
ment and wait until all infor- 
mation has been presented. 
This is important, because 
several questions or ex- 
pressed concerns may not be 
fully addressed at any one 
meeting nor covered in any 
one article. However, we are 
confident the full story will 
eventually be told and we are 
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prepared to present it to you. 

This issue will report on the 
annual audit report that was 
summarized at a Township 
Board meeting that was held 
on June 27th. 

Plante & Moran, the Huron 
Township auditors, made 
their annual audit presenta- 
tion on June 27th at a special 
Board meeting. This presen- 
tation occurs each year after 
an audit is completed of the 
township. Generally speaking 


mineventfult However, the 
continuing credit card issue 
took up a lot of time and was 
prompted by the auditor’s 
remarks regarding the issue 
and additional information 
provided by Treasurer 
O’Kelley. 

Plante & Moran provided 
several charts, the actual 
report and a summary of the 
report for the Board mem- 
bers. The first chart showed a 
general fund revenue of 
$3,742,000. They pointed out 
the biggest increase in terms 
of revenue was the “licenses 
and permits.” The source 
went from $682,000 in 2003 
to 1.2 million in 2004. This 
was reflective of the 
increased building that is 
going on in the township. 
They also noted state revenue 
sources were the second 
largest source of income at 
1.08 million. 

The general fund expendi- 
tures were $3.2 million. The 
largest area of expenditures 
was “general government” 
and came in at 1.12 million 
followed by “public safety” at 
1.02 million. In general, 
about 56% of the expendi- 
tures or 1.79 million was for 
payroll and fringe benefits. 

This led to another chart 
that showed a fund balance of 
almost two million, which 
was comprised of “Reserved 
Fund Balance” and “Undesig- 
nated Fund Balance.” Fol- 
lowing that information was a 


graph that showed the fund 
balance was 29%. According 
to the auditors, this was little 
on the high side but should be 
considered a healthy sign. 
The auditors said there were 
“no reportable conditions” 
which they defined as 
absolutely needed to be fixed 
now. However, they did have 
several recommendations. 
They suggested a better segre- 
gation of duties and need for 
staffing to provide additional 


ing is short and check and balances. They rec- _ 


ommended the treasury d- 
epartment provide a second 
verification and get involved 
in the “month end verifica- 
tions”. They suggest the pre- 
scription reimbursement not 
be made out of the petty cash. 
Several procedures need to be 
placed in writing. They said 
several credit card transac- 
tions did not have proper doc- 
umentation or approvals. 
They said their sampling 
showed they. were being 
reviewed but it needed initials 
showing the review was done. 

Following the presentation, 
Treasurer O’Kelley told the 
Board he had asked the audi- 
tors to look at the credit card 
receipts. He questioned the 
auditors and asked if they ever 
saw any vouchers that showed 
question marks after a noted 
purchase, handwritten notes 
that said “personal use” or 
“don’t pay’? The response 
was no. 

O’Kelley then pointed out 
the packet of information he 
had provided each board 
member prior to the meeting 
and attempted to briefly 
describe each document so 
they could better understand 
them when they had time to 
review. 

He said the packet included 
the State Of Michigan Act on 
credit cards, two memos he 
had issued, one to the credit 
card users and one to the 
accounting department. The 
rest of the information was 


provided by C3 at his request. 
It included a response that 
had information blacked out. 
It also included another copy 
that did not have the informa- 
tion blacked out. He said this 
was the result of another 
request made by C3 for the 
blacked out information. He 
said most of the remaining 
documentation consisted of 
copies of vouchers and 
receipts involving the clerk. 
He was interrupted by the 


Supervisor and after several 


interruptions, he stopped try- 
ing to explain the documenta- 
tion and turned to getting a 
motion passed that would 
have the Township auditor 
Platte & Moran take posses- 
sion of the credit card records 
and seal them until the Board 
decided how to proceed. He 
added that future Freedom of 
Information requests would 
likely occur and he thought 
the records could be produced 
and then resealed. 

This suggestion created a 
series of comments by the 
Board members. Trustee 
Spangler thought it should be 
an agenda item. Supervisor 
Mitchell again repeated that 
he took the original spread- 
sheet and discussed with the 
township accountant. He 
described the expenses as jus- 
tifiable. He mentioned two 
gas station purchases on one 
day. He said he had deter- 
mined there was a gas pur- 
chase and a separate ice pur- 
chase. He said we should not 
make any decisions or make 
assumptions until all of the 
information is received. He 
suggested a committee look 
into the matter. To this, 
O’Kelley responded that a 
committee of Board members

would make it look like a 
political matter and to protect 
the Board and the community, 
an independent body needed 
to look into the matter. 

Trustee Pappas suggested 
this inquiry was aimed as an 
attack on the Board and he 
said several Board members 
weren’t even on the Board 
when some of this took place. 

O’Kelley continued to cau- 
tion the Board that the records 
needed to be placed in inde- 
He again 
repeated that it is likely a state 
agency would eventually get 
involved including the out- 
side media and a possible 
lawsuit. He said the Township 
needed to take steps to protect 
itself. 

Trustee Glaab said he was 
in the process of meeting with 
the clerk. He felt he wanted to 
meet with the clerk and if not 
satisfied they could go to 
another level.The auditors 
said they were required to go 
to the State of Michigan if the 
township asked them to get 
involved. The treasurer re- 
sponded they could still take 
possession of the records until 
the Board decided what to do. 
Beth Bailey of Plante & 
Moran said she would feel 
uncomfortable taking posses- 
sion of the records if that was 
the only instruction given by 
the Board. Trustee Lilly said 
the clerk should have an 
opportunity to respond and 
there should be an investiga- 
tion to look into the matter. 

The Board agreed to review 
the information that was pro- 
vided, discuss with the clerk 
on an individual basis and to 
place it on the next agenda 
and that would be the July 
13th meeting.

Feasibility Study Haieemines the 
Need for Another Border Crossing 


A recently completed feasi- 
bility study determined that 
there is a long-term need for 
increased border crossing 
capacity in Southeastern 
Michigan. There are current- 
ly 15 different crossing pro- 
posals for crossings along the 
Detroit River which are cate- 
gorized into 4 broad corri- 
dors: 

° The Eastern Section (area 

near Belle Isle), 

¢The I-75/1-96 Section 


(area near downtown 
Detroit), 
¢The Central Corridor 


(area near River Rouge 
and Ecorse) and 

¢The Southern Corridor 

(area near Wyandotte, 
Riverview, Trenton and 
Grosse Ile). 

The DRIC project is con- 
sidering all 15 proposals, and 
is in the process of collecting 
public feedback on the pro- 
posals. Canadian counter- 
parts are doing the same on 
the other side of the river. 
The four agencies tasked 
with this project — Federal 
Highway Administration, 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation, Ministry of 
Transportation Ontario and 
Transport Canada — intend to 
narrow the proposals down 


from fifteen to three by the 
end of the year. 

It is important to note that 
the DRIC is weighing factors 
such as the need to protect 
cultural resources and the nat- 
ural environment and what 
the toll would be on commu- 
nities and neighborhoods as 
well as, how the project could 
be built and what it would do 
to regional mobility.

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Water is the most powerful force 
on Earth. One inch of rain equals 
27,000 gallons of water per acre. 
Once water enters the basement, 
chances are that it will occur again.

Water has memory; it will follow 
the same path each time your base- 
ment leaks, thereby creating a larger 
path.
